Turkey Fever 
Epidemic Hits State 
Again 


\larm clocks all across the State are going off at 3:30 A.M. as victims 
of this “fever” frantically don their camo and knee boots hoping to get to 
the only place offering relief for this incurable illness-the turkey woods. 
They kiss their littlke honey goodbye and run out the door to their 4-wheel 
drive as she mumbles something about “a grown man chasing big bird in 
the dark needing professional help” 

Alabama’s spring turkey season is shifting into high gear as young and 
old, expert and beginner try to lure wise old gobblers to the gun with love 
making calls. Hunters have been practing their yelps, cutts, and cackles 
for months now. More than one teacher has had to call parents and insist 
that Johnny not bring his turkey call to school again. 

Teachers just don’t believe the “fly down cackle” and Shakespeare 
should be studied together, 

Although it takes years to become really proficient at turkey calling and 
hunting, experts say this should not discourage beginners from giving it a 
try, Eddie Salter is a two-time World Turkey Calling Champion from 
Evergreen, Alabama. 

Salter says learning turkey calling basics is not as difficult as many 
beginners believe. “You need to start off with a good slate or box call, 
along with an instructional cassette,” says Salter. He stresses that you do 
not have to master all the calls before you go hunting as the basic yelp 
often gets a hunter their first bird. 

Once a hunter feels comfortable with the basic yelp and has the proper 
vear, including proper camo and a tight choked shotgun, he is ready to 
match wits with Ole Tom. “I go out the evening before the morning I plan 
to hunt and try to locate a gobbler with my locator calls, usually a crow 
call or owl hooter, The next morning 'm back at that location and again 
call with my locator call. When he gobbles, I try to get within 200 yards 
of the sobbler as fast as I can. | find a tree as wide as my shoulders and 
lean buck against it, | then make 3 or 4 light yelps. I'll repeat this call 
again 4 or 5 times and stop calling. If he doesn’t respond to the yelps, Ill 
use a cutting call followed by a fly down cackle. 1 then make eight or ten 
more yelps with a few cuts thrown in to get him excited,” says Salter, 

If a turkey gets “hung up” and won't come in, Salter recommends get- 
ting behind the Tom by walking in a large semi circle using the crow call 
10 keep him located, Never use a turkey call when walking as another 
hunter may mistake you for a turkey 

Hunters suffering from “turkey fever” often have to visit the woods sey- 
eral times a week, Just like going to the doctor, it sometimes takes several 
visits before you find relief

County Commissioners discuss pay 


raises & pending court cases 


by Marvin MelLwain, Editor 


The Coffee County ¢ Ommission, 
in its regular bi-monthly meeting. 
dealt with several pressing issues 
facing the commission at the pre 
sent time - one being the omnibus 
pay bill passed by the state legisla 
ture this veut 

The bill purposes 


for the counts 


a pay increase 
commissioners, sher 
if, probate judge, revenue commis 
stoner, tax assessor, tax collector, 
license commissioner, and elected 
assistant tax assessor or collector 
Funds for the pay raises are to be 
generated by increases in probate 
tees 

Probate Judge William O. Gam 
mill was asked by the commission 
ers to appear before them and give 
them a brief overview as to what 
the impact of the bill would be on 
his office 

“The fees we're talking about are 
the fees that you would normally 
find in the probate office in terms 
of recording. the cost for court 
operauions. individual actions in the 
court, copies and all the things that 
are set forth in the Code of Alaba- 
ma with a specific price that we 
have to charge in the probate office 
for these particular functions.” said 
Judge Gammill. “The last time 
these fees were adjusted in any w ay 
Was about twenty-five years ago.” 

“In looking at all the fees that 
were adjusted, these are all fairly 
reasonable and moderate and even 
small in some cases.” he added 

Judge Gammil estimated; based 
on given data, that the fee increas- 
es would generate between $42,000 
to $45,000 annually in Coffee 
County. He added, “I believe the 
total amount of raises for every- 
body under the omnibus pay bill 
Was somewhere around $40,000." 

In correcting some of the erro- 
neous information about the bill, 
Judge Gammill noted that every 
county in the state is not having to 
go through this. There are only 8 
out of 67 counties in which the 
commissions have to affirm the pay 
raise bill before it takes effect. 

He added that it is his under- 
standing that it is all or none in 


connection to the bill. “You have to 
accept the whole bill or none of the 
bill. You can’t accept the fees and 
not have the pay raise, nor can you 
accept the pay raises and decline 
fees - 1 think it’s all one bill. It has 
already been passed, it’s already 
law, ya'll just have to ratify it.” 

When asked by Commissioner 
Doug Dalrymple which fees took 
the biggest hike, Judge Gammill 
responded that the ones that stood 
oul in his mind was conservator- 
ships and guardianships which 
increased by $22 per action, and 
adoptions, which require a lot of 
time and work, increased from $20 
to $75 

In summation, “I see nothing 
unreasonable in the fee increases,” 
Judge Gammill said 

There is no deadline for the com- 
mission to ratify or reject the bill: 
however, if ratified, it takes effect at 
the beginning of the fiscal year fol- 
lowing ratification. No action was 
taken by the commission in Mon- 
day’s meeting 

Turning to other “court” related 
matters, the commission took 
action concerning the $1.5 million 
lawsuit filed against the county by 
Eva McGrath-Love. The county’s 
allorney Was instructed to file for a 
Summary judgment and this is to be 
done within the week. 

A recent ruling in the case was 
handed down by Circuit Judge 
William R. Gordon, of Mont- 
gomery County, stating that Mrs. 


McGrath-I ove was an employee of 


the county at the time she Was dis- 
missed from her position as a juve- 
nile officer by District Judge Steven 
Blair. 

It was further noted in the judge’s 
ruling that she had missed two steps 
in her petition for a grievance hear- 
ing, and it ts upon this basis that the 
county, through its attorney. is ask- 
ing for that the lawsuit be dis- 
missed. 

In regard to the county’s other 
“legal battle” County Attorney Joe 
Cassady noted that the county had 
been served (Monday morning) 
with a petition for declaratory judg- 
ment and a motion for injunctive 
relief in connection with the recent 


dismissal of the county’s Chief 
Real Property Appraiser Angela 
Byrd. It was filed on Friday, April 
I4, in the Enterprise Division of 
Coffee County Circuit Court by 
Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns. 

lt has been Mr. Burns’ contention 
that the commission did not have 
the right to dismiss Ms. Byrd after 
a blood test came back positive fol 
lowing her arrest on March | fot 
DUI (Driving Under the Influence) 
He further disagrees that the county 
has the authority to hire an apprais- 
er to replace Ms. Byrd. 

Circuit Judge Gary MecAliley 
ruled that the petition for declarato- 
ry judgment will be heard: howev- 
er, he denied the motion for injunc- 
tive relief clearing the way for the 
commission to hire an appraiser. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley told commissioners that 38 
applications for the chief real prop- 
erty appraiser's job have been 
received to date and 6 of the appli- 
cants are state certified. 

During the general business ses 
sion from the commissioners, the 
commission voted unanimously to 
formally support the construction 
of an I-10 connector (corridor) on 
the west side of Dothan. 

Commissioner Tom Grimsley 
questioned the county administrator 
concerning a new contract that he 
had supposedly requested. He 
asked Commission Chairman Kayo 
Lewis if this was something that 
needed to be addressed or acted on 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley told Grimsley that he was 
not asking for a new contract at the 
present 

When asked by Grimsley to 
explain the document, Mobley 
responded, “That was some infor 
mation that the chairman had asked 
me to gather on what other county 
administrators were being paid that 
had the same amount of time of 
employment as I have. And, it was 
all due to an offer that was made to 
me by another county.”

Last Thursday's monthly meeting 
of the Coffee County Board of Edu- 
cation (BOE) centered around a 
GQISCUSSION Concerning anothei 
request by the Believers In Christ. 
anon-curriculum prayer club at 
Zion Chapel High School, that they 
be allowed to meet during instruc 
uional time 

Addressing the board as a friend 
and supporter of the Believers In 
Christ was Larry Dickey. He asked 
that the board grant the club time to 
meet during school hours (instrue- 
tional time) due to the fact that sey- 
eral students had expressed a desire 
tO participate in the club but could 
not do so because they ride the bus 
to school. At the present time, the 
club holds its meetings in the morn 
ing prior to the start of school. They 
are allowed to meet on campus and 
in school facilities. 

On at least two prior occasions, 
Glenn Reeder has appeared before 
the school board seeking approval 
for the Believers In Christ to meet 
at least once a month during 
Instructional time thus allowing any 
student wishing to do so to attend 
these meetings 

Each time, the board has denied 
the group’s request, or rather those 
appearing on their behalf, stating 
that due to the present laws govern- 
ing board policy, it is not possible 
for the board to grant their request 

Mr. Dickey, during a very lengthy 
presentation to the board members, 
went over, once again, those issues 
supposedly surrounding the group's 
request to meet on campus during 
instrucuional time. He presented a 
petition signed by more than 720 
county residents asking that the 
poard grant the Believers In 
Christ's request 

Danny Jernigan, vice-chairman 
of the board, asked Mr. Dickey if 
those to whom the petition was pre 
sented for signing were fully aware 
of the legal ramifications and other 
circumstances that could arise 
should the board grant the group's 
request 

Jernigan pointed out that should 
the board honor the request of this 
group it could open the door for 
other less desirable groups to ask 
that they be afforded the same 
opportunity to Ineet. He also point 
ed out that students could be 
excluded from meeting with the 
group if their average grade 
dropped below 70 in their class 
work. Alabama's Academics First 
law requires ALL students belong

I applaud these 
young people in their efforts, but | 
do not see us [the board] changing 
the policy at this ime.”
